Hearings on EDS Site 

Both the United States Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) and the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Environmental Quality 
(DEQ) will hold public hearings 
this month to hear citizens’ com- 
ments about various aspects of a 
proposed hazardous waste facil- 
ity which Environmental Disposal 
Systems, Inc. (EDS), is seeking to 
construct and operate at 28470 
Citrin Drive in Romulus. 

Both meetings will be held at 
Romulus High School, located at 
9650 South Wayne Road — the 
EPA's on Thursday, October 9, 
from 7 to 10 p.m.; the DEQ's on 
Wednesday, October 22, begin- 
ning at 7 p.m.

Councilwoman Mary Collins 


Editor's note: In this issue, The 
Romulus News continues its focus on 
candidates for Romulus City Council 
with profiles of incumbents Mary Collins 
and William Crova. Watch for more can- 
didate profiles in our October 10 and 
October 24 editions. 

Mary (Hatten) Collins 

"Once, | was politically challenged 
to ‘change it if | didn't like it,"" said 
Councilwoman Mary Collins. "Well, | 
believe that | have helped change both 
the image and direction of our city, and 
| ask to continue that effort one more 
time in November." 

The lifelong Romulus resident has 
seenthe beginnings of atransformation 
inher hometown, and feels privilegedto 
have been a part of it. "When you have 
a majority of people — small as it may be 
—who really are concerned for the com- 
munity, its people, and its image, you 
see and experience a dramatic turn- 
around," she stated. 

Among the examples of improve- 
ment to which Collins points: 

« the completion of the Vining Road 
interchange at a fraction of the origi- 
nally estimated cost to citizens; 

¢ afirmcommitmentfrom Tanger Fac- 
tory Outlet Centers, Inc. — a large, 
nationally known retail developer — 
to establish a world-class shopping 
center at the new interchange; 

* major and minor road resurfacing 
and repairs, with established pro- 
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Councilman William Crova 


* major replacement and repairs to 
water and sewer lines, again with 
established programs to continue 
improvements; and 

« booming residential construction. 
Collins is especially excited about 

this last item. "The best part is the new 
home developmentthat's here and now. 
It's not just the usual tract housing, but 
sizeable, quality homes that will allow 
and encourage people to put down roots 
here, to raise their families here, and to 
call Romulus home, as | have had the 
privilege to do all my life." 

Not one to rest on her laurels, Col- 
lins isn't content to merely follow up on 
projects that she’s already helped to 
initiate. She has great plans for the 
future: "We need to continue to look 
ahead. | dream of a recreation center 
that will make others look like small 
potatoes. We have established wet- 
lands which could be turned into nature 
centers where our children can experi- 
ence the joy of the clean, natural out- 
doors. We need more community parks 
where children and adults can play in 
safety on equipment that is state-of- 
the-art." 

The dedication and work ethic that 
Collins has brought to her job may be 
one of her greatest strengths. Citizens 
who attend Council meetings or watch 
them at home have probably noticed 
her obvious preparedness to address 
the various items on the agenda, as she 


grams,to continue improvements; , , , frequently refers to. notes.on research 


that she conducts prior to the meetings. 
Perhaps it is because she is so thor- 
oughin herinvestigations that she never 
hesitates to let her colleagues know 
when she doesn't feel sufficiently in- 
formed to vote immediately on a pro- 
posed item. 

"! don't believe that 'rubber-stamp 
government’ benefits the people as a 
whole," she explained, "so | don't vote 
on issues just to go along with the 
majority, or just for the sake of expedi- 
ency. | want to learn as much as | can 
about the items that come before Coun- 
cil so that my vote is an informed vote — 
one that will benefit the City and its 
residents.” 

This is just one aspect of the "busi- 
nesslike approach” that Collins wants 
to continue to encourage in City govern- 
ment. "We need leadership that will say 
to business and industry, ‘Come, joinus 
_, . but do it with quality and style, not 
quantity and greed.’ We need leader- 
ship that will make our international 
airport an asset, not a liability.” 

Collins says that she's encouraged 
by the budding sense of cooperation 
that has been in evidence in the com- 
munity lately, and feels that two factors 
willbe essential to its continued growth. 

First, she points with hope to recent 
activities which were well attended by 
residents. "We need to continue to fos- 
terasense of togetherness in our neigh- 
borhoods through community activities,” 
she said. "Forinstance, the new Pump- 
kin Festival promises to be an annual 
favorite, and the car show that was put 
together by the Callisons of Udders was 
a great way to christen our new God- 
dard Road development. These types 
of events will become gatherings where 
people from every corner of Romulus 
can come for fun and fellowship." 

But even more important, accord- 
ing to Collins, is the need for govern- 
ment to become more accessible to the 
public. "As elected officials, we have to 
do more to make citizens feel welcome 
to participate in what is, after all, their 
government. | think that some residents 
feel intimated at the thought of appear- 
ing before their representatives to make 
their wishes known, and that others 
have become resigned and apathetic 
because they believe that their votes 
don't count, and that their efforts to 
participate would be futile. 

"We have to change that," she con-

Reader Asks Council 


To Explain EDS "Status" 
Dear Editor: 

This letter is an open request to our 
Romulus City Council members to ex- 
plain the status of the Environmental 
Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS) projects 
and related litigation. 

My understanding concerning the 
litigation is that the City of Romulus has 
won the Wayne County Circuit Court 
case inwhich the City sued EDS to stop 
_ its Northline Road project, saying itwas 
located in the wrong zoning district. | 
also understand that the City won the 
Circuit Court case where EDS sued the 
City for $100,000,000 in damages that 
it claims were caused by the City. 

Recently, | heard one of the City's 
attorneys speak at a City Council meet- 
ing, confirming my understanding of the 
litigation's status. This attorney then 
added that he expected EDS to appeal 
the Circuit Court decision. 

To me, this indicates that the City is 
stillin an at-risk position relative to EDS' 
possible use of the Northline Road site 
and is at risk to possibly pay damages to 
EDS. lIfwe as a City are not at risk inthis 
regard, | request the Council to inform 
the residents of Romulus. 

Interestingly, whenever | hear com- 
ments fromthe Council, they are simple 
requests to attend public hearings. Why 
are SO many public hearings being held 
if the Council has this matter under 
control? The latest set of newspapers 
indicates that the United States Envi-

ronmental Protection Agency (USEPA) 
has issued draft well permits for two 
new wells for EDS's Citrin Drive project, 
the new site selected after the City took 
the position that such a project should 
be located in a zoning district limited to 
areas east of the airport. These news- 
papers also indicated that there will be 
a second hearing in October, conducted 
by the State of Michigan, where public 
comments will be accepted concerning 
EDS's application (recently found to be 
administratively complete by the State) 
for a hazardous waste treatment, stor- 
age, and disposal facility on Citrin Drive. 

The fact that these public hearings 
are taking place this month indicates — 
to me, at least — that the State and the 
USEPA are giving serious consideration 
to permitting a deepwell project in the 
City of Romulus. 

What is amazing is the fact that our 
city council never comes out and talks 
about all of this, no doubt because they 
feel they will look bad. To the contrary, 
they look bad for hiding from the public 
on this issue. 

| plan to vote for candidates who 
are willing to discuss the real issues, not 
those who only hide behind "fight the 
well" positions. It's easy for candidates 
to simply say they are against the well. 
The difficult but courageous position is 
to admit that we have a problem and 
come up with an intelligent solution. 

| askthe Council candidates to pub- 
licly discuss an overall solution to this 
well issue. To not address the real is- 
sues does not help our city at all.

State Legislature's New Website Offers 
Access to Important Information

|ampleasedto tell you about anew 
service that the Legislature will be offer- 
ing to the public. In keeping with the 
growing use and popularity of the 
Internet, the House of Representatives, 
in conjunction with the Senate, now has 
a Website. The address is http:/Awww. 
MichiganLegislature.org and itwent on- 
line September 19. 

This website is important for anum- 
ber of reasons. 

First, while | think that everyone is 
interested in the laws we pass which 
might affect them, | know that there are 
many who are also interested in the 
process we go through to make those 
laws. The web page will allow persons 
to access: 

e current legislative documents, such 
as bills which are pending before us; 

e journals of the House and Senate, 
which are the official records of both 
chambers; 


_* session calendars, which indicate 


which issues are ready for action by 
the full membership of either cham- 
ber; and 
« the various resolutions which have 
been introduced. 
All of this material is now available to 
anyone who requests it, but it is difficult 
for us to get it to people as rapidly as 
they might like. And although | strongly 
encourage and welcome people visit- 
ing the Capitol to actually listen to the 
debate on bills, obviously that is not 
always convenient. With the website, 
people can access this information 
immediately. 

Second, | really hope that this 
website will become a valuable educa- 
tional tool. The use of computers in the 
classroom continues to grow and the 
information that is available through 
them is amazing. When our kids are 
learning about Michigan's government, 
this will be such a great resource for 
them and their teachers; | think it will 
make the process become a bit more 
real to them. It certainly isn't the kind of 
thing that | had at my fingertips when | 
was in school, and | can't help but think 
it is so much more exciting to be in 
school in this age of technology. 

Some logistical information about 
the page: The web page will be updated 
within an hour after documents are re- 
leased for public distribution by either a 
legislative office or an agency. The bill 
status portion will be updated each 
evening to reflect the actions taken.

Besides the information | mentioned 
earlier, the site contains links to other 
legislative pages, such as the House of 
Representatives page, the Senate page, 
and the Library of Michigan page. Those 
wishing to E-mail their legislator can 
find the address on either the House or 
the Senate pages. My E-mail address is 
rbasham@house.state.mi.us. 

There is no subscription or fee nec- 
essary to access this information, but of 
course your computer must be linked to 
the Internet. Those who are interested 
in utilizing the page but either do not 
have their own home computer or their 
computer is not hooked to the Internet 
might want to check out their public 
library. Many of them now offer amethod 
of accessing the Internet..In fact, both 
the Romulus and Taylor public libraries 
do so. 

| know many people are intimidated 
by a computer and what it has to offer, 
but it can be a valuable resource for 
information. | hope you will take a few 
minutes to check out the page and let 
me know what you think!

tinued. "Elected officials need to be 
more receptive to the ideas of their 
constituents, and one way that we can 
better accomplish this is to be more 
flexible in our willingness to listen to 
those who speak during the "public com- 
ment" portion of the Council meetings. 
| understandthe need for athree-minute 
guideline to be enforced on evenings 
when many people want to address the 
Council, especially if they all have simi- 
lar comments on the same subject, but 
surely we can give speakers a little 
more latitude — and a little more cour- 
tesy — on evenings when only three or 
four wish to be heard." 

Collins attended Hayti School (first 
in its original location — a "little wooden 
schoolhouse" on Henry Ruff Road — 
and later at its final location on Beverly) 
and is a graduate of Romulus High 
School (which, at that time, was on 
Olive Street). In 1981, she graduated 
cum laude from the Detroit College of 
Business (Dearborn) with a Bachelor of 
Science degree in business administra- 
tion and management, and she received 
her Assessors | Certification in 1992. 
The certification has furthered her ca- 
reer in the City of Wayne's Finance 
Department, where she went to work 
eight years ago after serving six years 
as secretary to the Romulus City Coun- 
cil. She is a member of both the Michi- 
gan Association of Assessors and the 
Michigan Society of Planning Officials, 
and has worked to benefit her commu- 
nity through service on the Romulus 
Board of Appeals, the Romulus Beauti- 
fication Commission, the Romulus 
Cable Commission, and the Youth As- 
sistance Program. 

Collins and husband Ron, who is 
employed with the City of Romulus Build- 
ing and Grounds Department, have 
seven children — Ann Hatten, David 
Hatten, Maggie (Hatten) Jesko, Mark 
Collins, Chris Collins, Lyndie Collins, 
and Kevin Collins —as well as six grand- 
children: Kady and Cal Jesko and Sean, 
Nathan, Kelsey, and Seth Collins.

William Crova 

. With his thorough, formal manner 
and obvious preparedness, Councilman 
William Crova is another official who 
brings a business-like airto City Council 
meetings. 

"| think there are many issues in 
front of the City now — and that will be 
coming before us in the future — which 
willrequire agreat deal of carefulthought 
and planning on the part of City Coun- 
cil," he stated. 

As one example, Crova referred to 
the City's often frustrating relations with 
Wayne County on matters involving 
noise mitigation at Metropolitan Airport. 
"We have made repeated attempts to 
work with County officials to resolve the 


problem of excessive Airport noise, but 
the results have been less than satis- 
factory to date. Negotiations which ap- 
pear initially promising seem to fizzle 
out after County officials’ vague prom- 
ises for future meetings never come to 
fruition." 

Yet, because of his concern for this 
interminable and intolerable situation 
which impacts so many Romulus resi- 
dents, Crova is determined to continue 
working with his colleagues to find a 
solution. "| feel that the Airport has not 
been fair in reference to negotiating 
with the people of our community, and | 
will strive to establish better lines of 
communication between the City and 
the County." 

Crova's philosophy of mutual coop- 
eration forthe benefit of all also extends 
to relations between the City and the 
Romulus Community Schools. "! think 
that the building of bridges between the 
City Council and the School District is 
an important area. We have opened the 
lines of communication and are working 
together to make our community a bet- 
ter place in the future. Hopefully, our 
collaborative efforts will lead to a num- 
ber of improvements, particularly a rec- 
reation facility." 

Another area of particular interest 
to Crova—who also serves as Council's 
representative on the Romulus Plan- 
ning Commission — is the City's bur- 
geoning residential development. "I feel 
that a town /s its people," he explained. 
"Without people, we have no town. 
That's why I'm so pleased that there are 
five subdivisions currently before the 
Planning Commission for its consider- 
ation. | believe that it's very important to 
have residential growth in our commu- 
nity, and we are starting to see that 
become a reality." 

Crova is also pleased with the 
progress that's being made toward the 
long-awaited establishment ofthe Metro 
World Centre project. "Metro World 
Centre has been under ongoing consid- 
eration for the past 20 years, and | truly 
believe that we are finally close to cul- 
minating this particular issue. If, in fact, 
the Tanger organization does establish 
a new outlet mall at the Vining Road 
interchange, it should Serve as an ex- 
cellent basis for further development. |! 
believe ihat business will bring busi- 
ness, and that Tanger'’s considerable 
investmeni into our area will Shape wnat 
we will have in the future.” 

And on the subject of the poor con- 
dition of our city's roads, Crova said, 
"We, at the Council level, have worked 
extensively with the administration to 
establish a road-paving program. | think 
thatthis is an important area that needs 
to be addressed, and | would like to 
expand upon this tn the future." 

A lifelong Romulus resident, the 50- 
year-old Crova graduated from Romu-

Fall color in Southeast Michigan 
cities? You betcha, says AAA Michigan. 

"Some of the best views of Michi- 
gan's annual color show happen in the 
parks, drives, lakes, and nature centers 
within a few minutes of most Michi- 
ganians, within their own metro areas,” 
says AAA Travel Agency Director Bill 
Best. 

"Most parks offer picnicking and 
nature trails or drives, and some have 
nature programs and naturalist-led hikes 
to let you enjoy fall colors up close," he 
said. 

Here are just a few ideas from AAA 
to get you started on your fall color trip 
in Southeast Michigan: 

Belle Isle 

Belle Isle, the 985-acre gem in the 
middle of the Detroit River, is a perfect 
spot to catch some late-season viewing 
come late September and October. 
About 75% of the island is covered by 
hardwoods, with swamp white, pin oak, 
and silver maple with dogwood berries 
the predominant species, says Belle 
Isle Nature Center naturalist Suzanne 
Campbell. 

There are about eight miles of roads 
on the island, with top speed of 20 mph 
inmost areas, including a5'/z-mile drive 
circling the perimeter, with plenty of 
views of trees surrounding sights like 
the Belle Isle Aquarium and Whitcomb 
Conservatory. Some of the roads comb 
the island's densely wooded interior, 
where, if you're lucky, you'll catch a 
glimpse of some of the 120 or so Euro- 
pean fallow deer who call the woods 
home. At the Nature Center, three miles 
of paved biking trails near the athletic 
complex offer more opportunities to view 
fall finery, and there are seasonal pro- 
grams as well. 

Call 313-852-4056 for information 
on possible fall naturalist programs. It's 
open 10.a.m.to 4p.m. Tuesday through 
Sunday. 

Middle Rouge Parkway 

Providing a 16-mile continuous 
stretch of gold, red, and yellows, the 
Middle Rouge Parkway, nicknamed 
Hines Park after the Edward N. Hines 
Drive that winds through it, delights 
commuters and picnickers with the bril- 
liant colors of oaks, maples, and other 
trees alongit andthe meandering Middle 
Rouge River between Northville and 
Dearborn. View the season's color de- 
but during "Saturdays and Sundays in 
the Park," when, from 9:30 a.m. to 3:30 
p.m., only bicycles and other nonmo- 
torized vehicles are allowed (until Sep- 
tember 28). Numerous mini-parks offer 
picnicking and playground fun for kids 
along the way. 

Crosswinds Marsh 

The new Crosswinds Marsh on 

Haggerty Road west of |-275 in Sump- 


ter Township near the Wayne-Monroe 
County border, filled in for farming inthe 
1800s, has been reclaimed and offers 
six miles of nature trails through for- 
ested wetlands of cottonwood, red, and 
silver maple and ash. There is no fee to 
enjoy the naturalist-led walks which will 
be offered. Through at least mid-Octo- 
ber, paddle a canoe ($10 for two hours) 
on a two-mile marked trail through the 
marsh. Fall color should be peaking in 
mid- to late-October there, according to 
Carol Clements, Wayne County Parks 
naturalist. 

She also recommends Westland's 
Holiday Nature Preserve. Its trails and 
bridges are being redone, but visitors 
stillcan walk the preserve from dawn to 
dusk on their own. Call Wayne County 
Parks at 313-261-1990 for information. 
Kensington Metropark 

Still in the Detroit metro area and 
near the communities of Brighton and 
Milford, Kensington Metropark is one of 
the region's best. Kensington is one of 
13 Metroparks ringing the region. 

An eight-mile hike and bike trail 
winds around the main lake, with flora 
marked along the way. Best drives are 
Route 2 through the park's hardwoods, 
and Route 3, offering great color over- 
looks into the lake valley's maple, oak, 
hickory, and ash. Depending on the 
weather, mid-October is usually best for 
the color watch, says park naturalist 
Mike Broughton. The park nature cen- 
ter and picnic areas are open year- 
round. Call 248-685-1561.

Maybury State Park 

Near Northville, Maybury State Park 
was the State's first urban state park, 
Says park managerAnna Sylvester. The 
945-acre facility is 70% beech and sugar 
maple, which often makes for brilliant 
fall colors. 

There are six miles of dirt hiking 
trails and four miles of paved bike trails. 
"That's where colors are nicest,” she 
says. "We also have 11 miles of horse- 
back riding trails. Guided rides are $18 
anhouronweekends, $14 on weekdays. 

"There often are naturalist-led 
hikes," she adds. "One °/s-mile trail is 
self-guided. Pamphlets direct walkers 
to trees and plants along the way.” 

At the turn-of-the century farm, the 
October 12 harvest festival from 12 to 4 
p.m. will feature hands-on farming op- 
portunities, all when the colors should 
be their finest.
